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THE  COLLEGE  GAME 


Equipment  consists  of  the  enclosed  Gameboard  with  spaces  representing  the  various  phases  of  your  encounter  with  college  life.  There  are 
two  Dice;  various  Tokens,  including  -Herman  Hippie,"  "Andy  Administrator,"  "Jacob  Jock,"  "Helen  Homecoming,"  and  "Sonny  Slow;" 
and  a  stack  of  excuses.  Other  essentials  include  your  class  schedule  and  a  considerable  amoimt  of  patience. 

The  winner  of  the  game  is  the  player  who  can  complete  the  game  with  the  least  amount  of  effort  or  trouble.  Or  maybe  the  winner  is  the 
player  who  gets  the  best  education  and  manages  to  become  involved  in  the  largest  amount  of  extracurricular  activities.  The  loser  is  the 
player  who  tries  to  slide  by  with  a  bunch  of  bull.  Or  maybe  the  loser  is  the  player  who  cannot  successfully  complete  the  game,  in  which  case 
he  is  labeled  a  dropout  and  must  obtain  a  new  attitude  before  he  is  allowed  to  play  again.
